ECHOS OF THE PAST 


ECHOS OF JASPER PLACE COMPOSITE HIGH SCHOOL 


e series of Year Books that terminated in 
1962 bed their beginning in a very humble way i 
1955-56, in a small booklet entitled “The Annua . 
This book was produced on a spirit duplicator an 
illustrated with commercially produced photos of 
the High School staff, the Echo Staff and the six 
class groups. With Klaus Bertelmann as Editor and 
Marie Platz as advertising Manager, enough money 
was accumulated to pay one-third of the cost of a 
Gestetner, with the hope of being able to produce a 
year book the following year on a “Do-it-yourself 
plan. 


In 1956-57 the Echo Committee, by means of 
a very small sum of money saved from advertising 
fees in the school paper, attempted to produce another 
illustrated record of the year's activities. Again 
the product was much too commonplace to be label- 
led “yearbook” as it was produced on the hand dupli- 
cator except for a half-dozen pages of photos. These, 
as in the previous year, were printed at a small 


private job-printing press located in a small garage in 5 5 56 


south Edmonton. This heroic effort was “The 
Pictorial.” The editor was Grant O’Brien and sub- 
editors: Gloria Johnston, Grace Platz (advertising), 
Barbara Butler, David Hutton, Marilyn Sagemoen, 
and Clara Cuff (art). The high school still con- 
sisted of six rooms. 


The high school in 1957 moved on to the New 
High School, the building now known as Britiannia 
Junior High. Under the leadership of an Editorial 
Committee a more ambitious book was undertaken. 
However, there was not money enough for a com- 
plete printing job at a commercial press. The faith- 
estetner_and a faithful Echo Staff went to 
work again. The staff typed, printed and illustrated 
their pages and the Don Bee press again produced 
the photographs. For evening sessions food was 
brought and a supper-snack was prepared in the 
staff-room, then the committee returned to its 
labors. At one of these supper meetings a discussion 
arose regarding our places of birth. We discovered 
we were a sort of United Nations, as of the six 
present, each had been born in a different part of 
the world: Poland, England, Scotland, United 
States, Ontario, and Alberta. Clara Cuff again de- 
signed the cover. The art committee painted the 
red into the design for each cover — to cut down 
expenses. 


This book was of a higher quality than an 
book so far produced in spite of again being feerely 
a “do-it-yourself project. A large committee was 
available, but the final responsibility rested on the 
pibeple and willing pouldets of Carrol Strain, 

canor Corney, Marie Platz, Clara Cuff, Lill; 
Hoffman and Marie Wespinski. oon 


The next year 1958-59 Bryan Bayley, a faithful 
Echo worker for two previous years, became editor. 
During that year they struggled to produce something 
worthy of the name “Year Book” and worthy of the 
new high school. However, production was again on 
the same basis. The printer now had better machines 
and had moved to larger quarters on Whyte Avenue 
Members of the committee frequently went to work 
with him in the evening as June exams were fast 
approaching. They found it to be a stimulating 
experience to see his machines at work. One student 
became so interested that he left his car parked too 
long and received a ticket. The Echo committee paid 
the $5.00 fine for him even though they were count- 
ing their pennies. The final evening session kept a 
member of us working at the printer’s until after mid- 
night. This book came out with a blue and silver 
cover as we received a good price on that color of 
paper. We hand-stapled it and bound the back with 
grey mystic tape. 


An innovation in the ’59 book was the new title 
for the Literary Section. It was dubbed Pen Points— 
a title suggested by Clayton Kaldestad. It included 
the Poet’s Corner and selections of other literary 
efforts by the students. 


Despite the untiring and dedicated efforts of this 
staff and their limited budget there were still those 
who always demanded a bigger and better book. It 
was always a case of “keeping up with the Jones” 
without the funds to do so. 


The year 1959-60 was the “Big Year” for the 
Echo committee. This was the first year that it ap- 
peared to be financially safe to have a commercial 
Printer produce the year book. Under the inspiring 
leadership of Carloween Miller, the Committee pro- 
ceeded to gather material for their book. To their 
dismay, they found that part of the work of produc- 
tion had to be done by the Committee. That “part” 
Was extremely difficult and painstaking as they were 
to do the “paste-ups” for the pages of photographs. 

any pages were returned by an exacting printer 


and many late sessions were held before the book 
could be termed a “fait accompli”. 


The book was ready for distribution on the last 
day of school. About the time the students began 
fo arrive to pick up their books, rain begn to fall. 

at was probably the heaviest and most continuous 

Swnpour of rain that J.P. has ever experienced. 
€ lightly gravelled street became a sea of mud as 
the ditch in front of the school overflowed its banks. 
egardless of mud and high water, the students 


waded to the door and went away clutching their 
beautiful new yearbook. 


The year 1960-61 was the last in the “New’ high 
school. A little sadly, yet with anticipation of the 
new Composite, the Echo Committee set to work to 
prepare a fitting tribute to a passing phase of the 
educational life of J.P.

The committee was headed by Francis Bowkett. it ( t () 
On the committee were several who would carry the ‘ ; 
Echo tradition into the new Composite High School, 


namely, Jeff Hodgetts (Honorary Editor), Sherry 
Schymizek, Art Pollard, and Douglas Moore. 


Another commercial printer was chosen and it was 
agreed there would be “no paste-ups” by the Echo ; 
staff. This was the first year that a group photo of Ne 
the Graduands was introduced as a frontispiece and 
full page photographs as divider pages. The latter cag 
were generously donated by Mr. Hillerud from his 7 C f 
private collection. Mr. Hillerud had joined the rt ) ‘ ) 
teaching staff in the science department and the Echo hi 
staff as director of photography. 


During the first year at the “New” High School 
the school paper had been separated from the year- 
book under the name of “Echo High Lights”. Elsie 
Morin, its editor, saw to its establishment as a 
separate entity although the members of the Echo 
committee worked on both publications. The whole 
committee set a goal for 1962 and that was to be a 
book with hard cover and some colored pages. 


The High School year, 1960-61 saw the doors 
open into the huge new Composite High School. 
The ECHO Committee, under the leadership of 
Sherry Schymisek began, during the first week, their 
campaign for a bigger and better yearbook. Doug 
Moore, Co-Editor, Francis Bowkett, Helen 
Chomiak, Sharon O'Brien, Jim Salahub, all members 
of the “old guard” and new recruit, Marcia Podaeluk, 
pooled: their varied: abilities to-make their dream of 
a hard-covered book come true. By persuasion, and 
maybe a bit of coercion, they succeeded. Who will 
ever forget their dramatization of Echo production, 
their poster campaign, and Jim parading the hall- 
ways in a pair of bill boards cautioning the students 
that a yearbook of ‘61 would be a proud possession 
in ‘81! By a well-organized and closely-knit organ- 
ization and frequently informing their sponsor about 
What must be done, they achieved their goal. 


This book was really the culmination of the old I On 
series of Year Books. Some of the committee carried 
on for another year and saw a new series launched, 


— 


a series produced in the Graphic Arts Department 
of the New Composite High School. An editorial 
committee and the Secretarial Committee assisted 
by a willing group of sub-editors produced the 1963 
book. Jeff Hodgetts, Helene Chomiak, Beverly 
Etherington, Faye Fleming, Bronwyn Cole, Melanie 
Nicholls, and others, all gave freely of their time 
and talents to bring to a happy conclusion another 
feature of high school life in Jasper Place. 


Before the curtain falls there are a few more 
things to record. The yearly Echo Queen was first 
elected in the “New” High School, in the fall of 
1959. A word of special thanks is due the adver- 
tisers whose donations helped put the yearbook “over 
the top”. Neither will be forgotten the support of 
Mrs. Oestreich in searching out talented students 
to produce material for the literary section. On 
occasion, her own gifted pen came to the rescue of 
the Echo. 


The Echo did not originate with the series des- 
cribed above. Its origin is lost somewhere in the dim 
and distant forties. Capable students and teachers 
launched the infant paper and propelled it on its 
way. In the early fifties Joseph Atkinson, Marlene 
Rand, Miss Ella Stewart and Miss Leslie Flint 
occupied the editor’s chair at various times, under 
the sponsorship of Mrs. O., Miss MacNab, and 
Mr. Geake. A year book had been attempted. It 
was a small red covered booklet produced at a print- 
ers. Its high cost stimulated caution and canny 
financing on the part of future Echo Committees. 


It has been said, and not infrequently, that the 
Year Book takes a lot of a student’s time. This is 
very true. The destiny of the editors is fairly re-

WHAT PRICE PRESTIGE, REALISM, TRUTH? 


This critically charged triad plays a vital role in the high school career of 
nearly every student. The emptiness and frustration of several years of successive 
failure brought about by a haphazard or unintelligent choice of programs, exacts a 
severe penalty on a ‘young person. Lost time can never be regained. 


During the pré-high school years, a student should scrutinize closely his 
ability, aptitude and achievement patterns. During the short time that is allowed 
to make a choice of high school courses, many questions are confronted. Often 
the choice is made on the basis of what certain friends are taking (a deadly game ). 
More often the “choice” is in the form of a directive from the parents who are 
playing the same “game” with other parents, the great majority of whom seem to 
be prestige oriented. 


Credit is due of course to those who enter and achieve success in matricula- 
tion areas, as in any other area. The percentage of those graduating with clear 
matriculation however is extremely small in relation to the high school enrolment 
and especially in relation to the number registered in matriculation patterns. : Ele- 
ments of truth and realism are too often discarded and replaced with the paper 
valve of prestige. 


Have a good hard look at statistics. Everyone is not and cannot be above 
average. Be truthful with yourself, be realistic in your outlook. Prestige can and 
will be yours only if accompanied by success. Make your choice but make it 
wisely. What pattern are you in?
